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ANTHONY  VAN  DYCK. 


Born  1599.    Died  1641. 


Anthony  Van  Dyck  was  born  on  Marcli  22,  1599,  at  Antwerp,  where  bis 
family  bad  been  settled  for  several  generations.  Both  his  grandfather  and 
father  yfdve  merchants;  the  latter,  whose  name  was  Frans,  being  evi- 
dently a  man  of  position  and  means,  as  he  held  the  important  office  of 
director  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Sacrament  in  the  Cathedral.  Frans  van 
Dyck's  first  wife  died  in  childbirth  soon  after  their  marriage,  and  he 
then  took  as  his  second  wife  Marie  Capers,  or  Cuypers,  who  bore  him  twelve 
children,  of  whom  Anthony  was  the  seventh.  While  the  father  appears  to 
have  had  no  interests  beyond  his  business  and  the  discharge  of  his  rehgious 
duties,  the  mother  is  said  to  have  been  a  person  of  much  taste  and  greatly 
interested  in  everything  connected  with  art.  From  her,  no  doubt,  the  great 
artist  derived  many  of  those  qualities  for  which  his  works  are  c  Dnspicuous. 

After  the  death  of  his  mother,  which  toDk  place  when  he  was  eight  years 
old,  he  remained  at  home  for  two  or  three  years,  and  then,  in  1610,  entered 
as  an  apprentice  the  studio  of  Hendrick  van  Balen,  who  was  considered 
one  of  the  first  artists  of  the  day.  Two  years  later  he  became  a  pupil 
of  Eubens,  with  whom  he  worked  for  abovit  six  years.  His  admission 
into  the  studio  of  that  painter  at  the  early  age  of  thirteen  is,  of  itself,  a 
testimony  to  his  precocious  talent,  as  Eubens  was  then  at  the  height  of  his 
fame,  and  is  known  to  have  refused  hundreds  of  pupils  who  flocked  to  him 
from  all  parts,  while  artists  whose  reputation  was  already  ma  le  came  to 
profit  by  the  teaching  and  the  advice  of  their  illustrious  colleague. 
Admitted  in  1618  into  the  Guild  of  St.  Luke,  Van  Dyck  soon  was  acknow- 
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'  ledged  as  the  chief  and  most  distinguished  of  Eubens'  pupils,  and  was 
■  associated  with  him  in  the  execution  of  many  important  works.  His  name, 
indeed,  was  already  known  beyond  the  borders  of  his  own  country,  and  in 
1620,  at  the  invitation  of  the  famous  connoisseur  the  Earl  of  Arundel,  he 
•  came  to  England  and  painted  some  portraits,  among  them  one  of  the  King, 
J ames  I,  His  stay  in  England,  however,  was  very  short,  and  early  in  1621 
he  returned  to  Antwerp  and  resumed  his  connection  with  Eubens,  assisting 
'him  probably  in  the  great  work  of  decorating  the  Church  of  the  Jesuits. 
Towards  the  end  of  that  year,  urged  thereto  by  his  master,  he  set  out  for 
Italy,  stopping  on  the  journey  at  Saventhem,  near  Brussels,  to  paint  for  the 
church  of  that  village  the  famous  picture  of  "  St.  Martin  dividing  his  cloak 
■with  the  Beggar,"  of  which  there  is  another  version  at  Windsor  Castle  till 
lately  attributed  to  Eubens. 

Van  Dyck  arrived  at  Genoa  in  November  and,  thanks  to  his  own'^^personal 
attractions  and  the  friendship  of  the  brothers  Lucas  and  Cornelius  de  Wael, 
Flemish  artists  resident  in  that  town,  he  soon  met  with  great  success  as  a 
portrait  painter.  In  Italy  he  remained  four  years,  spending  most  of  the  time 
at  Genoa,  but  visiting  many  other  towns,  Florence,  Venice,  Turin,  Mantua,  etc., 
and  staying  some  months  at  Eome  where  he  painted  several  portraits,  among 
them  that  of  the  Cardinal  Bentivoglio  in  the  Pitti  Palace  at  Florence,  and 
also  some  religious  subjects.  It  is  said,  indeed,  that  during  the  four  years  of 
Ms  sojourn  in  Italy  he  executed  no  less  than  100  pictures.  Quitting  Genoa 
in  June  1625,  he  went  by  the  littoral  of  the  Mediterranean  through  France 
to  Paris,  where  he  remained  a  short  time,  reaching  Antwerp  at  the  end  of 
1625  or  beginning  of  1626. 

The  next  few  years  of  Van  Dyck's  life  were  passed  almost  entirely  in 
his  native  country,  with  occasional  visits  to  Brussels  and  other  places,  for 
the  purpose  of  painting  certain  portraits.  He  is  also  said  to  have  paid 
short  visits  to  London  and  Paris  in  1627.  During  the  whole  of  this  period 
the  industry  and  energy  he  had  already  displayed  showed  no  abatement. 
Pictures,  chiefly  religious,  and  portraits  followed  one  another  from  his  brush 
with  amazing  rapidity,  and  his  fame  was  second  only  to  that  of  Eubens. 

But,  notwithstanding  all  this  activity  and  success,  he  does  not  appear 
to  have  reached  in  his  native  town,  either  in  consideration  or  wealth,  the  com- 
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manding  position  of  his  sometime  master.  Was  it  a  sense  of  this  inferiority 
which  induced  him  to  listen  to  the  proposals  of  his  many  English  admirers, 
the  chief  among  thf»m  the  Earl  of  Arundel,  that  he  should  come  to  England 
and  place  himself  under  the  protection  of  Charles  I.,  who  was  eager  to  accord 
him  patronage  ?  At  any  rate  he  accepted  the  invitation,  and  in  April  1632, 
arrived  in  London  and  took  up  his  residence  in  a  house  in  Blackfriars,  being 
also  provided  with  summer  apartments  in  the  King's  House  at  Eltham. 
Charles  immediately  made  him  "  Principal  Painter  in  Ordinary  to  their 
Majesties,"  and  on  July  5,  three  months  after  his  arrival,  conferred  upon  him 
the  honour  of  knighthood. 

From  that  time  onward  his  career  was  one  of  almost  unexampled  success, 
marred  only  by  gradually  failing  health  arising,  it  is  said,  from  the  constant 
drain  upon  his  strength  caused  by  his  mode  of  life  and  by  the  unintermitting 
labours  necessary  to  procure  the  means  for  gratifying  his  luxurious  tastes. 
By  the  King  he  was  given  constant  employment.  Without  counting  the 
numerous  portraits  of  Charles  and  of  Queen  Henrietta  Maria  in  private 
collections  and  galleries  abroad,  there  are  said  to  be  in  England  seven 
equestrian  portraits  and  seventeen  full  lengths  or  half  lengths  of  the 
monarch,  and  twenty-five  of  his  queen.  But  it  was  not  the  Eoyal  family 
only  that  provided  employment  for  the  prolific  pencil  of  Yan  Dyck.  Every- 
one of  distinction  in  England  desired  to  have  his  or  her  features  immortalised 
by  the  courtly  and  popular  painter,  with  the  result  that  some  three  hundred 
portraits,  more  or  less  the  work  of  his  hand,  exist  in  this  country. 

With  the  exception  of  a  visit  to  Antwerp  and  Brussels  in  1634,  Van  Dyck 
remained  in  England  till  1640,  in  which  year,  or  the  preceding  one— the  date 
is  uncertain— he  married  Mary  Euthven  (No.  80),  urged  thereto  by  King 
Charles,  who  hoped  by  this  means  to  check  his  extravagant  expenditure,  and 
effect  a  change  in  those  habits  of  life  which  were  gradually  undermining  his 
constitution.  But  it  was  too  late.  After  a  journey  abroad  with  his  wife 
during  the  end  of  1640  and  the  beginning  of  1641,  he  returned  to  England  a 
dying  man,  and  though  everything  that  the  medical  science  of  the  day  could 
suggest  was  done— the  King  offering  three  hundred  pounds  to  any  doctor  who 
could  save  his  Ufe— he  expired  in  his  house  at  Blackfriars  on  December  9, 
1641,  at  the  early  age  of  forty-two.  Two  days  after  he  was  buried  in  the  old 


Cathedral  of  St.  Paul's,  near  the  tomb  of  John  of  Gaunt,  and  a  monument 
was  erected  over  him  with  the  following  inscription:  "Qui  dum  viveret 
multis  immortalitatem  donaverat  vita  functus  est.  Carolus  I.  Mag.  Brit. 
Fr.  et  Hib.  Eex  Antonio  Van  Dyck  equiti  aurato  P.O."  Monument  and 
inscription  both  perished  in  the  Great  Fire  of  London  which  destroyed  the 
old  Cathedral. 

Van  Dyck's  activity  as  a  painter  may  be  divided  into  four  epochs  :- 

(1)  his  early  days  at  Antwerp  up  to  the  time  of  his  journey  to  Italy  in  1621  • 

(2)  his  stay  in  that  country  till  1625;  (3)  his  residence  in  Flanders  from 
1625  to  1632;  (4)  his  life  in  England  from  1632  till  his  death.  Most  of  the 
pictures  in  this  Exhibition  belong  to  the  last  period,  but  there  are  a  few 
which  illustrate  the  brilHancy  of  the  work  done  by  him  in  Italy  in  the 
heyday  of  his  youth,  as  e.g.  Nos.  47,  60,  62,  70,  77,  124,  and  also  when  he 
had  reached  the  full  maturity  of  his  powers  on  his  return  to  his  native 
country,  as  Nos.  4, 11,  36,  43,  51,  59,  66,  68,  87,  92,  99, 107,  118,  and  most  of 
the  religious  subjects,  though  it  is  possible  that  Nos.  115  and  120  belong  to 
the  period  before  his  journey  to  Italy.  Some  idea  of  his  amazing  industry 
and  rapid  execution  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  list  of  works 
attributed  to  him  reaches  the  enormous  total  of  more  than  one  thousand. 

Van  Dyck  hardly  ever  signed  his  pictures.  Indeed,  not  more  than  fifteen 
or  twenty  canvases  are  supposed  to  bear  his  genuine  signature.  In  all  other 
cases  where  it  exists  it  has  been  added  by  another  hand.

The  forty  portraits  in  grisaille  (Nos.  139-158  and  161-180), 
lent  by  the  Duke  of  Buccleucb,  formed  a  portion  of  the  series  of  por- 
traits by  Van  Dyck  of  eminent  men  of  his  time,  some  of  -which  he 
etched  himself,  and  otbers  were  reproduced  by  the  best  engravers  of  the 
day.  He  conceived  the  idea  of  this  work  when  in  Italy,  and  worked  at 
it  assiduously  during  the  rest  of  his  life.  A  publisher  of  Antwerp, 
Martin  Van  den  Enden,  was  the  person  to  whom  he  entrusted  the 
business  part  of  the  undertaking.  At  Van  Dyck's  death,  eighty-four 
portraits  had  been  issued.  Three  or  four  years  afterwards,  Giles 
Hendricx,  who  appears  to  have  acquired  the  plates,  published  a  volume 
of  one  hundred  portraits,  to  which  he  gave  the  name  of  "  The  Incono- 
graphy  of  Van  Dyck."  The  frontispiece  of  this  work  was  adorned 
with  a  portrait  of  Van  Dyck,  and  on  the  pedestal  was  the  following 
inscription :  "  Icones  principum,  virorum  doctorum,  pictorum,  chalco- 
graphorum,  statuariorum  nec  non  amatorum  pictorise  artis  numero  centum 
ab  Antonio  Van  Dyck  pictore  ad  vivum  expressse  eivsq :  sumptibus  8eri 
incisse.  Antverpiae,  Gillis  Hendricx  excudit  anno  1645."  A  second 
edition  of  this  work  contained  one  hundred  and  eight  portraits.  Another 
Antwerp  publisher,  Jean  Meyssens,  added  a  few  more  portraits  to  an 
edition  which  he  published  some  years  later;  and  at  the  beginning 
of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  volume  contained  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  plates,  the  originals  of  which  were  purchased  for  the 
Louvre  in  1851.
